At about 1930 hours on 3rd May, 1981, while the film was 
being shown, a fire was seen in the house of Shri Nakul Paul 
On seeing the fire, the RAC personnel of Lakhipatti post, rush¬ 
ed to the spot and extinguished the fire When Shri Har- 
charan Dass, Platoon Commander, was informed about the 
fire, he immediately went to the scene of occurancc While 
he was making necessary enquiries about the fire, he noticed 
another fire at a distance o>f about 25(k300 yards in the

They are, tiowever, liable to be posted abroad 
against the iiosts borne on the strength of other Ministno* 
apd also liable to be posted to International Commissions 
etc. They are liable to serve anywhere in India or outside 
India, including non-famiiy stations. 


5. During Service abroad IPS (B) officers are granted 
foreign allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates 
which may be sanctioned from time to time, depending uwn 
the cost of living etc. of the countries concerned. In addi¬
